NAZI SHIP LANES

ENTIRELY CLOSED 


Patrol So Effective Ger- 
mans Are Recalling Ves- 
sels, London Sources Say 
—Skagerrak Route to 
Baltic Declared Blocked, 


NO ALLIED MERCHANT 
LOSSES FOR A WEEK 


Admiralty Observes Enemy 
Apparently Is Concentrat- 
ing on Unarmed Neutrals 
—Eight Sent Down, 
Most of Them Danish. 


LONDON, March 26 (AP).—A 
week without Allied merchant ship- 
ping losses was announced proudly 
by the British Admiralty today 
amid reports Germany had sum- 
moned home outbound ships to 
avoid Britain’s newly tightened pa- 
trol of sea lanes to Scandinavia. 

The week ending Sunday mid- 
might was the first without Allied 
merchant ship losses since the war 
started, though eight neutral ves- 
gels were sunk and two German 
cargo boats were sent down by the 
British. 

Informed sources declared that 
gquadrons of British destroyers and 
submarines, attempting to choke 
off Swedish iron ore shipments to 
Germany, had made passage impos- 
sible through the Skagerrak, the 
arm of the North Sea which leads 
to the Baltic. 

Vessels Reported Recalled. 

As a result, Berlin was reported 
to have ordered all outbound ves- 
sels to return to port. The Skager- 
rak has been thickly mined by the 
Germans, but ore boats have been 
able to reach Germany by hugging 
the shore. 

In winter Swedish ore must be 
shipped through Narvik, Norway, 
down the Atlantic coast. Some ships 
go through the Skagerrak to Baltic 
ports and some are reported to be 
risking mine fields and British sub- 


marines to sneak down the Swedish 


coast headed for Hamburg. 
In summer the Skagerrak route 


is not so important to Germany, for 
as soon as the Gulf of Bothnia is 


ice-free Swedish ore can be shipped 


direct from Sweden without leaving 
the Baltic, which the British navy 


has not penetrated. 
Eight neutral vessels, including 
six of Danish registry, were sunk 


in the week which ended Sunday 
at midnight, the Admiralty report- 


ed, observing that Germany’s ef- 
forts apparently had been concen- 
trated on unarmed neutrals. None 
of the ships sunk was in convoy, 
it said. 

German Ship Losses. 


Sinking of two German merchant- 
men by British submarines during 
the week raised German losses by 
capture and destruction to more 
than 300,000 tons, or about 7% per 
cent of its pre-war tennage, the 
British said. 

The week’s record for Britain 
was not perfect, however, for loss 
of the naval trawler Loch Assater 
by mining was reported by the 
Admiralty Sunday night, and dur- 
ing the week two merchant ships 
had been reported overdue and pre- 
sumed lost. 

The blockade still has “gaping 
holes,” the Evening News declared 
today. The paper said “Chamber-

Demand for Active War. 

Demands for changes in the Brit- 
ish Government for a more aggres- 
ive war against Germany were 
coupled today with predictions that 
Liberal opposition leaders would re- 
fuse to join the administration of 
Prime Minister Chamberlain. 

There were reports that a five- 
man War Cabinet would replace 
the present nine-man inner group, 
and that Chamberlain would ask 
Herbert Morrison and the Liberal 
Laborite leaders Clement Attlee and 
Sir Archibald Sinclair to join a 
broadened Government, but these 
men were believed to prefer re- 
maining in a position from which 
they could criticise. 

Scattered “end-the-war” votes by 
labor unions and peace organiza- 
tions over the week end, which 
members of Parliament criticised 
but the Government left unmuzzled, 
gained little public attention.

PARIS, March 26.—Premier Paul 
Reynaud received Raffaele Quarig- 
lia, Italian Ambassador to Paris, 
yesterday for a conference, and has 
summoned Andre Francois-Poncet, 
French Ambassador to Rome, for 
consultations. Both of these moves 
are generally taken as an indica- 
tion that the new French Govern- 
ment intends henceforth to take 
important diplomatic initiatives to- 
ward a new phase of this war. 

The most vital problem with 
which French diplomacy is now 
confronted is undoubtedly the re- 
lations existing between France 
and Italy and Premier Reynaud 
has made it clear that it is his in- 
tention to tackle it without delay. 
France is acutely aware of the 
delicate position in which Italy 
finds herself, and is equally aware 
that that country will probably 
never fight on the side of the Al- 
lies. But what France especially 
dislikes is the idea of her Latin 
sister being prepared to knife her 
in the back at any moment. 

Many persons here believe that 
some sort of rapprochement should 
be attempted in order that non- 
belligerent Italy should become 
neutral. 


Extremist Outbursts, 


No undue significance it attached 
to former Secretary-General Rob- 
erto Farinacci’s violent speech de- 
livered at Genoa yesterday and di- 
rected against the democracies, be- 
cause the French people have be- 
come accustomed to such outbursts 
from the extremists in the Italian 
Fascist party. 

Observers in Paris point out that 
Germany’s obvious aim in the Bal- 
kans is to organize these states in 
her own interests and not in those 
of her friends, Russia and Italy.

Teleky, who is in Rome today, 
will, it is believed, take the oppor- 
tunity to emphasize his fears of a 
joint German-Russian pressure in 
the Balkans.

The two services formally agreed 
late yesterday on the new export 
policy, acting on the belief that na- 
tional defense would best be served 
by the consequent expansion of the 
nation’s aircraft industry and by 
the rigorous testing which Ameri- 
can-developed ships will receive in 
Europe’s war. 

Barring congressional interfer- 
ence, officials said that the new 
policy forecast these immediate re- 
sults: 

1, Release to the Allies of some 
600 planes now under construction 
for the army or navy. 

2. Acceleration in the placing 
of an expected one Dillion dollars 
in French-British aircraft orders. 

‘ Woodring to Testify. 

Secretary of War Woodring is 
expected to submit a detailed expo- 
sition of the new army-navy stand 
when he appears tomorrow before 
the House Military Committee 
which is investigating foreign plane 
purchases here. The previous policy 
had been not to release any mili- 
tary craft for sale until a better 
type had been perfected. Repercus- 
sions on Capitol Hill were general- 
ly expected. 

Officials emphasized that no se- 
cret military devices would be sup- 
plied with the planes. President 
Roosevelt said recently that the 
country possessed some secrets 
which foreign nations presumably 
cannot duplicate. 7 

Besides turning over to the Al- 


lies planes already under construc- 
tion, officials said that the new 
policy would permit the placing of 
orders for the latest army and 
navy experimental ships, hitherto 
withheld. . 
The Allies, on their part, would 
be required to furnish complete 
data on the performance of the 
planes in active service in order 
that subsequent models may be im- 
proved for the benefit of Ameri- 
can air forces. | 
Another stipulation requires 
guarantee that the Allies will not 
manufacture planes of American 
design in Europe. This is to safe- 
guard the domestic aviation in- 
dustry and the employment of air- 
craft workers. 

Planes for Release. 
Among the planes to be released 
were said to be six of the army’s 
latest bombers and pursuit planes 
heretofore denied to foreign pur- 
chasers. 
Officials indicated, however, that 
the release of planes would not be 
a blanket one. The War and Navy 
departments, they said, will decide 
which of the ships now being built 
may be bought by the Allies, and 
in every case the manufacturer 
must have a better type in pros- 
pect. 
Among the army orders now be- 
ing filled is one for Curtiss P-40 
pursuit ships, a type recently re- 
leased by the: War Department. 
Another large order is for the P-38, 
a heavily-armed, two-motor Lock- 
heed pursuit ship credited with a 
speed of 420 miles an hour. The 
P-38 was released last week, but 
without the secret device—reported 
to be a supercharger — which 
makes its top speed possible.

U. S. Supreme Court Holds 
It May Keep Proceeds of 
Wells on Right of Way, 
‘Pending Ruling. 

The “Mike & Ike Railroad,” a 
subsidiary of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, whose corporate name is 
the Missouri-Illinois Railroad Co., 
may continue to remove oil under- 
lying its right of way through the 
Salem oil field in Marion County, 
Illinois, and hold the proceeds pend- 
ing determination of a controversy 
over ownership, under a decision of 
the United States Supreme Court 
yesterday. 

Trustee Guy A. Thompson of the 
Missouri Pacific said that al- 
though he had not yet obtained a 
copy of the opinion he understood 
it held also that the cost of wells 
drilled on the right of way might 
be paid from the proceeds of oil 


produced. 
About $550,000 Involved. 


He said that the drilling and pro- 
ducing costs so far were about $240,- 
000 and that the proceeds of oil pro- 
duced from the part of the right-of- 
way in dispute as to mineral rights 
amounted to about $550,000. Several 
oil companies had asserted claims 
to all the oil produced, without de- 
duction of drilling costs. 

The Supreme Court held that the 
question of whether the “Mike and 
Ike” had obtained title to the oil 
rights in the deeds of purchase for 
the 50-foot right of way or had 
acquired merely an easement for 
railroad purposes was up to the 
state courts of Illinois. 

It reversed a ruling of the Eighth 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, filed here last August, that 
the “Mike & Ike” owned the right 
of way only for railroad purposes, 
and upheld a previous interlocutory 
decree by United States District 
Judge George H. Moore that the 
railroad. might remove the oil and 
hold. the proceeds pending deter- 
mination of the controversy over 
the nature of its title. 

Adverse Claims to Oil. 


Authority to drill offset wells had 
been obtained from Judge Mooré 
by Trustee Thompson after owners 
of oil rights on adjacent properties 
had drilled wells close to the right 
of way. 

Adverse claimants to the oil are 
the Magnolia Petroleum Co. and the 
Ohio Oil Co. Thompson said their 
claims. were based on  puported 
leases of oil rights. obtained from 
heirs of the original owners of the 
right of way. He contends that the 
railroad’s purchase of the strip 
from the original owners in the 
1890s was under deeds which trans- 
ferred title in fee simple, that is, 
deeds which transferred complete 
ownership of the land “from the 
center of the earth to the highest 
star.” 

He appealed to the Supreme 
Court after the Seventh Circuit 
Court of Appeals; at Chicago, had 
given a decision in a similar case, 
which was diametrically opposed to 
the ruling of the Eighth Circuit 
Court. :

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HUGE STONE HEADS 
FOUND IN SWAMP 
ON MEXICAN COAST 


Expedition Puzzled as to How 
Five 20-Ton Carvings Were 
Taken Through Jungle. 


WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP). 
—The discovery of five stone heads, 
each weighing 20 tons or more, on 
a swampy plain of the Mexican gulf 
coast was announced last night. 

The basalt carvings were found 
by a joint expedition of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society and the 
Smithsonian Institution near the 
small village of La Venta in the 
State of Tobasco, 100 miles from 
the nearest source of basalt. 

Scientists were puzzled as to how 
the stones could have been taken 
through the jungle. There was no 
clew to their age. 

The heads vary in height from 
six feet to eight feet, five inches, 
and in circumference from 13 feet 
7% inches to 21 feet, seven inches. 

They have no necks. The base 
of each lies just below the chin 
and rests on broken stones. One 
head is shaped like an altar. The 
features on the other four are bold- 
ly sculptured with broad noses, thick 
lips and prominent eyes.

It was submitted, they said to- 
day, by the Southern States Indus 
trial Council for consideration at a 
hearing April 10 on proposed 
changes in exemption regulations 
sought by the wholesale distributive 


trades. 

The proposal would define office 
workers as bona fide administrative 
employes, now exempt from the 
law. 

The American Retail Federation, 
composed of retail associations cov- 
ering about 200,000 stores, submit- 
ted a proposed new definition o1 
the term “executive employe” to 
remove such persons as assistant 
buyers from the overtime pay re- 
quirements of the law. 

The federation suggested that an 
executive employe be defined 
broadly as one intrusted with re- 
sponsibility as to how and when

The “skies above St. Louis“ can’t 
be entirely cleared, he said, be- 
cause chemical elements in com- 
bination with air also cause smoke. 
As to health, he asserted that rec- 
ords show St. Louis and Chicago 
are the most healthful cities in the 
country in which to rear children. 

“Thousands of men in fire rooms 
and boiler rooms in the city breathe 
pure.coal smoke and have no high- 
er mortality rate than other men,” 
Curran continued. 

“You’d be surprised at some of 
the conditions you'd find,” he went 
on. “It’s easy to get doctors to 
give stateemnts about the injurious 
effects of smoke with the press 
lauding them and patting them on 
the shoulders.” 

“Wrong Approach.” 

Another witness, Clarence V. 
Beck, coal dealer who said he was 
a representative of the General Coal 
Committee of St. Louis, asserted he 
was not opposed to smoke elimina- 
tion, but believed that the ordi- 
nance had a “wrong approach” to 
the problem. 50 

Other cities have made the in- 
dividual users responsible for cre- 
ating smoke,” he said. “I feel that 
that is the proper procedure rather

The proposed ordinance was the

This 
is an emergency power, to be exer- 
cised at the Giscretion of the city 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, and city officials hope its use 
will not be necessary. 
| As to Rallroads. 

Railroads are required to use 
smokeless fuel, or electric or Diesel 
engines. Coal washing is required, 
as in an existing ordinance, for 
small-size fuel. The penalty para- 
graph fixes a fine of $25 to $100 for 
each day’s violation, 

East St. Louis railroads and in- 
dustries would be asked to take im- 
mediate measures for smoke elimi- 
nation, Mayor John T. Connors an- 
nounced yesterday.

—Federal fiscai year expenditures 
passed $7,000,000,000 today. 
So far in the year which will end 
June 30, the Treasury has spent 
$7,009,169,559, and taken in 34,362, 
057,872, causing a deficit of 32,647, 
111,687. In the similar period of 
the previous fiscal year, expendi- 
tures amounted to $6,617,588,488, re- 
ceipts $4,344,537,466, and the deficit 
$2,273,051,022. 
The deficit, however, has been 
declining in the last three weeks 
due to the filing of annual income 
tax returns and heavy payments of 
at least one-fourth of, the income 
taxes due. With a few millions yet 
to be recorded, the Treasury said 
that income tax collections in the

And 
I’m at the ball park every day 
and I notice that the most ef- 
fective pitchers in the National 
League, year after year, are the 
boys with the speed.”

Vice-Presidential Nomination Assumes 
New Importance to the Democratic 
Party — For Roosevelt and Farley, It 
Makes a Problem in Human Relations. 


WASHINGTON, March 26. 


R. FARLEY, there is good rea- 
M son to believe, has small hope 
idential nomination — though of 
course he is directing his cam- 
paign to that end—but high hope 
of winning the second place on the 
ticket. 

Through his. perfectly legitimate 
ambition to be recognized by the 
Democrats as something more than 
merely a glorified political wheel- 
horse, the national chairman has 
added an intensely interesting angle 
to a political situation already 
made unique by the third-term puz- 
zie. For if the President doesn’t 
run again and if, as now seems 
probable, he is compelled to com- 
promise on the selection of the 
presidential candidate, then he will 
seek to back up the standard- 
bearer with someone confirmed in 
the New Deal faith. What, in this 
case—always assuming that Mr. 
Farley is out of the picture so far 
as the presidential nomination is 
concerned—what will happen to 
Mr. Farley, the man to whom, as 
the President said in a recent press 
conference, he owes more political- 
ly than to any other living person? 
Will Mr. Farley receive or be de- 
nied the blessing of the President? 
And if so blessed, how far will the 
President go in his behalf? 

It would be foolish to prophesy 
on these points. Too many prior 
“ifs” are involved, too many im- 
ponderables. I want only to suggest 
that among the remarkable fea- 
tures of this year’s campaign, on 
the Democratic side, is the new 
importance being attached to the 
vice-presidential nomination. It 
may well be that in the Democratic 
convention, under the conditions 
outlined above, the really signifi- 
cant fight, the one that will deter- 
mine the nature of the contest to 
be waged by the Democrats against 
the Republicans, will center around 
the second and not the sie place 
on the ticket. 


The oddities which have grown 
out of the new alignments in poli- 
tics are nowhere better illustrated 
than in this prospective battle over 


the Democratic second place. 

In both parties it has deen the 
practice to pick the No. 2 man 
in the most casual fashion. Mr. 
Roosevelt, for example, was 80 
picked to run with Cox in 1920; 
he was an up-and-coming young 
politician, he aad made a good 
impression on the convention and 
he happened to meet the geograph- 
ical test. Nobody gave any par- 
ticular thought to his views. ä 

Conventions generally, both 
Democratic and Republican, have 
been willing enough to take any- 
body slated by the party leaders, 
and go home. The classic instance 
of a convention getting out of 
hand occurred at the Republican 
gathering in 1920. Everything was 
set for the nomination of Lenroot 
when a delegate n a far corner 
of the hall got up and proposed 
the hero, or so he was called, of

This year, among the Democrats, 
there are definitely two sets of 
leaders to be considered, the New 
Dealers and the conservatives, and 
the vice-presidential nomination is 
bulking large in the calculations 
on both sides. Both factions are 
thinking in terms not primarily of 
geography—though this is a fac- 
tor that still must be taken into 
account—but of the attitude of the 
various available men toward the 
New Deal.

In the White House conversa- 
tions through which he has sug- 
gestéd—for whatever reason—that 
Cordell Hull was a man worthy of

If he can’t get the presidential nom- 
ination for himself, he would like 
nothing better than a Hull-Farley 
ticket. Mr. Farley has long held 
the warmest admiration for the 
Secretary of State.

“Behind the Ballots,” he said that 
Mr. Hull was the most unselfish 
man he had ever met in politics, 
adding that he was “capable of 
filling any position, including the 
presidency, with distinction.” 

If, then, Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Farley shall come to see: eye to 
eye with respect to Mr. Hull, this 
will not necessarily mean that the 
old-time complete harmony be- 
tween them has been restored, There 
is the question of the vice-presiden- 
tial nomination to be settled, and 
that is a question with disruptive 
possibilities, both in politics and 
in personal relations.

In War Zone 


Britain by Attack- 
ing Shipments of 
Ore, May Put Ger- 


many in Hard 
Straits.

OLLOWING closely on the heels 
F. the sinking of a German 
‘ freighter by a British submarine 
off the western coast of Norway, 
came that of a second freighter, 
likewise of German registry, by an- 
other underwater craft flying the 
Union Jack, 

These two exploits by the British 
are of great importance for two 
reasons: they were the first of their 
kind since the outbreak of the 
European war nearly seven months 
ago; and—since both the German 
ships were loaded with Swedish ore 
for Germany—they represented the 
opening guns of a campaign to cut 
off the Reich’s supplies of one of 
the products most necessary for 
the prosecution of the war. 

The two ships were proceeding to 
Germany along the sole ocean route 
by which Germany’s merchantmen 
have been moving with safety since 
last September. If the British suc- 
ceed in closing this route, their ac- 
tion may have catastrophic conse- 
quences for Hitler’s embattled 
Reich, 


Ships Laden With Iron Ore. 


Both of the freighters were ap- 
proaching Germany from Narvik 
in Northern Norway. At that re- 
mote port they had taken on thou- 
sands of tons of iron ore from the 
rich mines of Northern Sweden. On 
this ore Germany is largely depen- 
dent for the manufacture of muni- 
tions, as her own is inferior in qual- 
ity, and, despite strenuous efforts 
at speeding up production, still far 
from sufficient for wartime require- 
ments. 

The two freighters succeeded in 
slipping from Narvik along the At- 
lantic coast of Norway to the nar- 
row waters of the Skagerrak, the 
section of the North Sea between 
the Norwegian and Danish coasts. 

There one of them was sent to 
the bottom together with her pre- 
cious cargo, by a British torpedo. 
The other, having safely crossed

Pratt Says Nazis Have Succeeded 


New Kind of War 


Germany, in State of 


Emergency for Years, 


Finds Actual Conflict Makes Little Differ- 
ence—Allies Showing Strain.

T begins to look as though the 
Pen raid on Sylt was more the 

flop the Germans said it was than 
the success claimed from London. 
The American newspaper men 
taken to Sylt would have to play 
ball with their hosts to a certain 
extent if they wanted to stay in 
Germany. But if they wanted to 
keep on being correspondents for 
American papers they could not 
afford to overlook really extensive 
damage and they are certainly inge- 
nious enough to get some of the 
facts into a dispatch that would 
slip past the censor. Moreover, 
those aerial photographs promised 
for wire transmission by the Brit- 
ish Ministry of Information have 
been pretty slow in coming around. 
The inference that the photographs 
fail to back up the British claims 
seems almost unavoidable. 

At the same time comes news of 
British submarine and destroyer 
activity off the Norwegian coast 
and in the Kattegat, of Allied pres- 
sure on Rumania, and of labor lead- 
ers genouncing the war in the 
House of Commons. 


Germany’s Method. 


All these things are part of the 
same picture, and it is a military 
picture. They total up to the sig- 
nificance that Germany has found 
a method new in world history of 
waging a war and that it is so far 
a success. The fact that the con- 
flict entered its sub-violent stage 
only last September should not con- 
ceal the other fact that it has 
really been going on for years. 

If a date for the beginning is 
wanted it can probably be made 
that of the occupation of the Rhine- 
land. 

The German method may be 
summed up as organizing the coun- 
try for a state of permanent war 
and thus gaining important ad- 
vantages over nations to which 
war is an extraordinary thing. All 
observers are agreed that the ac- 
tual declaration made comparatively 


little difference within Germany. 
Coffee has vanished, soap and 
meat are hard to get, the Kraft 
durch Freude (strength through 
joy) cruise ships have stopped 
sailing, there are casualty lists 
and a few more men in uniform 
—this is about the list of the 
changes. However, in the Allied 
countries the upset of normal ac- 
tivities is serious, the strain so se- 
vere that six months of it have 
been enough to cause voices to be 
raised for peace. 

This is according to plan—Ger- 
man plan. 

The German state, immune to the 
popular clamors of the democra- 
cies, can sit still, and thus take the 
fullest advantage of the defensive 
powers of modern weapons. Its 
offensives can be, have been and 
are, offensives of amnoyance, de- 
signed still further to strain the 
normal fabrics of British life. They 
aim to produce either those cries 
for peace we have just heard, or 
that feverish search for means of 
attack evident in the Sylt raid, the 
British sea operations and the pres- 
sure on Rumania. 


Prospects for Offensive. 


The most interesting question is 
what effect these have on the pros- 
pects for this spring and summer. 
It is evident that if the Germans 
launch a big drive on land their 
system is showing serious cracks 
internally somewhere, so that they 
feel they must win quickly. The 
exception to this, of course, is the 
obvious air and submarine attack 
on British shipping in the North 
Sea. 

On the other hand, if the Allies 
start a big land offensive in the 
West, with its prospects of terrible 
casualties, the indications will be

It is with the first recommendation that we are 
concerned.

Yet 
most of us are agreed, Republicans and Democrats 
alike, that many of the efforts set in motion by the 
present administration are here to stay. 

The farmer, for instance, must have a living place 
in our economy if we are to remain a sovereign peo- 
ple untainted by the stigmatism of class. Subsidy 
may be abhorrent, but it is a blood brother of the 
special privilege bestowed discriminatingly to the 
bloated beneficiaries of high protection under the 
Republican tariff policy. It may not be counted a 
gain, but it is on the agenda until something like a 
balance between industry and agriculture is contrived. 

All are agreed that, until the unemployed are at 
work, relief is an obligation that must be met. Care 
for the needy aged is a humanitarian duty which 
our Government, confessedly, too long deferred. 

Nobody is brash enough to say out loud that the 
country wants another runaway boom market, and 
the spectacles of tax evasions as staged by the Mitch- 
ells, Wiggins, the desk-to-desk epistles of Raskob 
and du Pont and the lesser but no less “merry men 
of fraudulent circumstances”—they are among the 
dead and buried arts. 

The gains must be counted, chapter and verse, if 
the Republican party is to speak with the conviction 
to reach the national conscience, and unequivocal 
commitments must be made to keep and perfect the 
New Deal advances on a wide liberal front, including 
the principle of collective bargaining. 

Such candor and such fairness would be some- 
thing new under our partisan political sun. Dr. 
Frank has outlined a genuine campaign of educa- 
tion which is something often promised, never con- 
ducted, but which cannot too long be postponed. 

Dr. Frank speaks of a “black reaction” which 
may destroy the whole Roosevelt record, the good 
with the bad. History warrants that alarm. But 
the present is a period that is itself making history, 
and doing it with the accents of prophecy. Re- 
gardless of Europe's retrogressions, the one thing 
that seems politically certain in this hemisphere is 
that the United States will keep the Roosevelt gains.

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WHY ST. LOUIS NEEDS MORE AIRPORT FACILITIES. 

Several sites have been proposed for another St. 
Louis airport, and the discussion is growing warm. 
The various locations are being boosted and criti- 
cised, and authoritative surveys are to be made. This 
debate is highly desirable, and it would doubtless be 
extended were it generally known why the city is 
soon to need additional airport facilities. 

The recent report of the Chamber of Commerce 
Air Board subcommittee shows clearly how existing 
aviation provisions will shortly be overtaxed. Han- 
gars at Parks, Curtiss and Lambert-St. Louis fields 
are filled almost to capacity, Parks Airport has had 
to divert some of its activities elsewhere for lack of 
space, Curtiss Field is in such heavy use that oper- 
ators are concerned about safety at peak periods if 
the traffic increases. 

The survey learned that at Chicago Airport, it was 
necessary to separate air-line.and student activities 
when transport schedules reached an average of 24 
arrivals and departures per day. Lambert Field now 
has 22 arrivals and departures daily. Officials there

COLLECTIVE BARGAINING IN DETROIT. 


Those who see trade unionism as a stabilizing 
force in American industry have always sought to 


industry with the excuse that they sprang, in the 
main, from the inexperience of both labor and man- 
agement in the ways of collective bargaining. 

Now comes a report from the Brookings Institution 
that, in large measure, confirms this view.

The Stelle-Adamowski-Barrett “let-the-people-rule” 
candidates in the Illinois Democratic primary wound 
up their downstate campaign last night with a large 
meeting in East St. Louis.

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AN OLD, OLD STORY. 

The story of the disillusionment and death in Paris 
at 95, of Eduard Branly, the physicist, is a sad one 
and an old one. Although his inventive genius made 
possible Marconi’s development of wireless, Branly 
died without a radio set in his home. He became dis- 
gusted when the nations took up the device to spread 
propaganda. Often he exclaimed: “To think that I 
had something to do with its invention!” 

Those who have seen or heard the powerful Italian 
propaganda broadcasting stations on the Campagna 
or the Government stations of London, Paris and Ber- 
lin can understand his feelings, So must Gutenberg 
have felt when he saw his printing press seized on to 
spread religious controversy and bloody war. So, too, 
must the Chinese inventor have felt when he heard 
that Europeans were using gunpowder, which he had 
perfected to make firecrackers for religious rituals 
and children’s amusement, to breach walls and kill 
men. ? 

There is nothing new about turning a scientific 
accomplishment to an evil purpose. Yet hundreds 
and thousands of scientists continue to work in their 
laboratories, realizing that they may be forging new 
weapons, but carrying on in the hope that the bene- 
fits of their discoveries will be greater than the woes. 

After all, more radio listeners have laughed at 
Charlie McCarthy or thrilled to Toscanini than have 
been seduced into the approval of war. 
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On Easter morning a Maryland hen laid an egg 
as big as an orange, and Maryland, you know,

-—quick with those smelling salts!—Herbert Hoover.

The Mirror

Franco-British economic co-operation after six months of war is 
far more advanced than in last conflict, writes new French Pre- 
mier; sees present agreements as basis for organization of post-war 
Europe along free trade lines suggested by the United States. 


Paul Reynaud, Premier of France, in the Atlantic Monthly. 


4 T the end of the sixth month of the 
war, it is interesting to take a few bear- 
ings and to compare the present situation 

of the Allied democracies with the state of 

things in January, 1915, six months after the 
outbreak of the first World War. 

This comparison must not be made with 
the idea of lulling oneself into blissful op- 
timism, but to enable one to understand how 
the Franco-British co-operation has been 


able to utilize the experience of the past by g 


pooling—at the outset of hostilities the mil- 
itary, economic and financial resources of 
the two empires. 

Twenty-five years ago, this had been 
achieved much later,: very imperfectly and 
after many trials and errors. Today, this 
merging of Franco-British resources is not 
only one of the main assets of the democra- 
cies in the pursuit of the war; it must also 
be considered as the necessary cornerstone 
of the economic reorganization which Eu- 
rope must impose upon itself after the war 
if peace is to be something more than an- 
other brief armistice between two conflicts. 

At the end of January, 1915, as at the end 
of January, 1940, Germany had known suc- 
cess in the East. From Hamburg to Bag- 
dad, the German and Austrian empires 
formed a political, military and economic 
bloc under the supremacy of Berlin. 

In the West, the Allies had suffered very 
serious reverses. In spite of the extraordi- 
nary comeback of the French at the Battle 


ot the Marne, 11 French departments re- 


mained occupied by the German troops. To 
the solid bloc of Germany, Austria and Tur- 
key, firmly led by the Reich, the Allies could 
only oppose, as yet, a loose association. 

* * . 


Today, the situation is entirely different. 
It is true that Germany’s successes in the 
East, during September, were so rapid that 
it was materially impossible for France to 
achieve its mobilization before the Polish 
army was defeated. But in the West, the 
Maginot line assures the inviolability of the 
French frontier. France therefore retains 
the totality of its industrial and mining re- 
sources. On the seas, the British fleet, with 
the help of the French, has organized a tight 
blockade which bears both on the exports 
and on the imports of Germany. 

But it is in the field of inter-Allied co-op- 
eration that the change is most important 
and, in certain respects, really astonishing. 

For the conduct of the war, these agree- 
ments bring to the maximum the efficiency 
of the democratic coalition, The unity of 
naval and military command was already 
achieved before the outbreak of hostilities. 
(In the last war, this was done only in 
March, 1918, three and a half years after the 
beginning of the war.) 

The economic agreements pool the re- 
sources of the two empires. The Franco- 
British financial agreement of Dec. 4 is the 
foundation of this new policy, and its in- 
strument is the monetary solidarity between 
the two countries, It has been agreed that, 
as far as possible, the respective rates of

pound sterling in the whole of the French 
Empire. By this system, monetary factors 
can be no obstacle to Franco-British ex- 
changes. Thus, currency solidarity makes 
possible economic solidarity. 

The latter is expressed both in the finan- 
cial agreement of Dec. 4 and in the agree- 
ment of Brighton signed in November. By 
these agreements, it has been decided that 
the resources of the two Allied empires could 
be used indiscriminately by both according 
to their requirements and needs. 

To this end, a completely new organization, 
called the Executive Committee, has been 
set up. It insures distribution for the com- 
mon good and is the medium through which 
purchases abroad are made for both coun- 
tries. It also insures the best possible util- 
ization of the merchant marine of England 
and France. 

This step is the first toward the future 
that has been taken in this war. It should 
serve as a precedent, if not as the founda- 
tion for, the economic reorganization of 
Europe after the victory of the Allies. 

Instead of proceeding from the general to 
the particular, as the League of Nations has 
attempted to do, this union between two 
nations will form a nucleus around which 
other people can aggregate. These hopeful 
promises are emphasized by the clause 
which provides that the Dec. 4 agreement 
will remain in force after the war and six 
months after signature of the peace treaty. 


The error of the Versailles statesmen was 
in making the customs boundaries coincide 
with the political frontiers and in giving 
to the successor states of Austro-Hungary 
and Russia total sovereignty in the matter 
of’economics, when it would have been pos- 
sible to impose upon them, at least within 
certain limits, a customs union. The makers 
of the Versailles Treaty could have found 
useful inspiration in the example of Ameri- 
ca, where 48 sovereign states, free to organ- 
ize themselves from the political, adminis- 
trative and judicial point of view, form 
nevertheless the greatest area of free trade 
in the world, It is in this direction that 
Europe must find its orientation if it does 
not want to perish. 

In signing the agreements of December, 
the two great Western democracies have 
contracted to limit their rights of free de- 
cision in certain essential fields. They have 
admitted that they have no right to fix, with- 
out mutual agreement, the value of their cur- 
rencies or the volume of their imports. 

If such results have been achieved in 
countries as involved economically as Great 
Britain and France, why can't thé same 
thing be done in less powerful countries 
with a simpler economic structure? How 
much easier would then be the task of de- 
fining boundaries when the time comes to 
negotiate the future peace!

ROCHESTER, N. Y., March 26 
(AP).—The Eastman Kodak Co. 
yesterday paid 30,934 employes its 
twenty-eighth annual wage divi- 
dend, amounting to $2,362,331. 

Of this: amount, $2,164,680 went 
to 25,508 eligible employes in the 
United States and Canada, with 
17,745 workers in Rochester receiv- 
ing $1,621,256. 

The 1940 dividend rate is un-

The strongest impression of the 
Le Gallienne interpretation is the 
number of cigarettes the. star 
smokes and the merciless gesture 
with which she puts them out. 
Seven times this emphasis on Hed- 
da’s inner emotional state is under- 
lined and no audience can forget 1t. 
It almost seems that the star is try- 
ing to rekindle Ibsen that way. 
One fascinating thing about Hed- 
da through the years has been the 
sly manner in which she has gone 
about meddling in the lives of oth- 
ers and been able to get away 
with it. Not until Ibsen drives 
her into a corner does she lose her 
advantage and having lost it, she 
kills herself. There is a wealth 
of understanding in Miss Le Gal- 
lienne’s performance but when 
Hedda goes flying off the haridle 
like a Barrymore, it is a wonder 
that some of the other persons in 
the drama do not recognize her 
overwrought state and react to it.

Oil and Gas Journal Editor Dies. 

TULSA, Ok., March 26 (AP).— 
Dr. C. K. Francis, technical editor 
of the Oil and Gas Journal and a 
director of the International Oil

This is one of 
the outstanding achievements in 
the history of transportation.” 

This message was retransmitted 
by radio to 208 airline planes then 
in flight. Passengers in the planes 
were given copies as souvenirs. 

The aeronautics authority noted 
that for the first time passengers 
carried by the airlines exceeded the 
2,000,000 mark in a 12-month period. 
The total for the year ending to- 
day was 2.92817, against 1,389. 
818 for the previous year. In the 
last 12 months, passenger-miles of 
travel amounted to 814,906,250. 

The last fatal accident occufred 
at Oklahoma City, Ok., March 26, 
1939, when a transport crashed 
and killed seven passengers and 
the stewardess,

Burns said “we gave her $5.” 

“Then,” Burns continued, A 
didn't hear anything from Hoge un- 
til two or three years ago when he 
went to my agent threatening some 
suit or other.“ Others named in the 
action are Paramount and a Para- 
mount lawyer, Jacob Karp, 10 John 
Does and two Jane Does.

SWEDEN URGES TALKS 
ON DEFENSE ALLIANCE 


Premier Calls for Negotiations 
at Once in Spite of 
Russian Warning. 


STOCKHOLM, March 26 (AP). 
—Despite Russian warnings against 
a Northern defense alliance, Swe- 
den’s Premier Pehr Albin Hansson 
said last night that negotiations

Dressing ls 
Easily Made 


By Edith M. Barber 


OT long ago a reader took issue 
with me in regard to recipes for 
French dressing which had ap- 
peared in this column. He—evi- 
dently some me. do read this col- 


umn—stated that real French dress- . 
ing should contain only fine olive. 


oil, vinegar, salt and pepper. 

Actually these are the only in- 
gredients used in a dressing of this 
sort, mixed in the country of its 
origin. Often, however, inced 
fresh herbs, among which 
usually has a place, are combined 
with the greens, It is not easy to 
get these herbs in our local mar- 
kets, although it seems that there 
is no reason why tarragon, for in- 
stance, should not be as common 
as parsley. The vinegar which is 
used naturally influences the flavor 
of a dressing. In France it may 
be made from a red or white wine. 
Some of these wine vinegars may 
be obtained here, but are not so 
common as the cider and malt 
vinegars, 7 

Because good olive oil is more 
expensive than our native vegetable 
oils which we class as salad oils 
and because some persons prefer 
the blander flavor, French dress- 
ings in this country are often made 
from a base of this sort. In this 
case, we need a larger amount of 
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seasoning. The proportion of vine- - 


gar to oll is largely a matter of 
taste, as some persons like a pre- 
dominant acid flavor. Again we 
have those who prefer the use of 
lemon juice rather than vinegar. 
In the absence of fresh tarragon 
a vinegar flavored with this herb 
is a good substitute. 

And then there is garlic. The 
bowl may be rubbed with a clove 


of this pungent vegetable, or, if we 


customarily keep a jar of dressing 
ready mixed, a clove may be al- 
lowed to gradually give out its 
subtle flavor. The business woman 
housekeeper can save herself time 
by making one mixing do the work 
of several. 
QUICK MEAL 

Ham with cream gravy 

Boiled rice Buttered spinach 
Mixed green salad 

Whipped cream 
Coffee. 

METHOD OF PREPARATION. 

Light oven. 

Boil water for rice. 

Add liquor to gingercake mix and 
bake. 

Cook rice. 

Boil water for spinach, look over 
spinach and cook. 

Prepare salad and salad dressing. 

Cook ham. 

Whip cream. 

Drain and dress rice and spin- 
ach. 

Make coffee. 

FRENCH DRESSING. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon mustard. 

One-half teaspoon paprika. 

One teaspoon sugar. 

One-half cup salad oil. 

One teaspoon onion juice. 

Three tablespoons vinegar. 

Mix dry ingredients and add to 
salad oil. Acd onion juice and vine- 
gar and stir or shake in a sealed 
bottle or jar until the mixture be- 
gins to thicken. A small piece of 
ice added before stirring makes it 
thicken at once. 


COMBINATION FRENCH 
DRESSING. 

One- alf teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon mustard. 

Paprika. 

One-half teaspoon sugar. 

Six talespoons salad oil. 

One-half teaspoon onion juice. 

One-fourth cup chili sauce. 

Two tablespoons minced celery. 

Two tablespoons vinegar. 

One minced hard-cooked egg. 

Mix the dry ingredients and add 
to the oil. Add the onion juice and 
vinegar and stir until it thickens. 
Add chili sauce, celery and egg. A 
small piece of ice added before stir- 
1 hastens the process of thicken- 
ng, 


MOLASSES PIE. 


One-half cup New Orleans molas- 
ses, one-half cup boiling water, one- 
half teaspoon soda, one-half cup 
flour, one-half cup sugar, one-fourth 
cup butter. Mix molasses, boiling 
water and soda together and pour 
into pie shell. Rub flour, sugar and 
butter together and sprinkle evenly 
over the molasses mixture. Bake 
for a half hour in a moderate oven. 
Serve cold. A nice little pie to use 
up that leftover pastry,

worried about the posterior fonta- 
nel because they accidentally dis- 
cover it and think there is some 
thing wrong with the baby’s head, 

The posterior fontanel usually 
closes within a few weeks after 
birth. The soft spot, or fontanel, in 
the front closes gradually, often 
taking as long as 18 months to do 
so. This, however, is only a general 
rule and exceptions are common. 
Among causes of delayed closure, 
first place should be given to rick- 
ets. Hydrocephalus, of water on 
the brain, will also caused delayed 
closure. The fontanel closes slowly 
in the condition of cretinism, which 
is due to deficiency of the thyroid 
gland in infants. So-called “social 
disease,” often blamed, is not a 
caused of delayed closure.

WHAT ARE the causes of dark 
shadows under the eyes in a person 
apparently in good health? 

This condition gives rise to a 
great deal of unnecessary alarm and 
brings a question of some kind or 
other to my desk at least once a 
week, 

The dark rings under the eyes 
are simply due to veins showing up 
under a thin skin. People either 
with naturally thin skin or with a 
rich plexus of veins in the under- 
lid will have this condition all the 
time. In times of stress, emotional 
experiences or dissipation, the con- 
gestion of the veins will cause tem- 
porary “rings under the eyes.”

ARE SCORPION stings danger- 
ous and what is the treatment for 
them? 

The question comes from Texas. 
In Texas and Arizona scorpion 
stings begin to occur about April 
or May. A good deal of argument 
exists in those localities as to 
whether scorpion stings are ever 
fatal and even if they are serious. 

They may not be very serious in 
adults, but in children they cause 
extremely alarming symptoms; the 
younger the child, the more alarm- 
ing the symptoms. A child, when 
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PATIENT is a person who is 
being nursed back to health 
and who:

iS ALL SET FOR A GAME OF GOLF, 
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Humphrey Bogart, Tough Guy of the Movies, 
Wipes Dishes at Home on Cook's Night Off 
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By H. H. Niemeyer 


HOLLYWOOD, March 26. 
PHREY BOGART is a sheep 
in wolf’s clothing, a leopard 
who changes his spots, a tough 
guy who wipes the dishes on the 
cook's night off. He rates himself 
as “the tamest tough guy in the 
world.” 

The notches on his golf clubs 
are not put there in memory of 
the men, women and children he 
has killed in pictures, but to re- 
cord the times he has made a hole 
in one. In his personal life he con- 
siders those more important. 

On the days when he isn’t work- 
ing, Bogart gets up when he is 
ready, usually before noon, and he 
goes to bed when he pleases and 
almost always very late. He is not 
reconciled to the idea that the 
human being needs from six to 
eight hours of sleep a night. 

At the Warner studio, where he 
alternates between rough roles and 
tough arguments with officials, he 
is known, pleasantly enough, as 


“The Killer” and he numbers among 


his victims, such important per- 
sonalities as James Cagney, Ed- 
ward G. Robinson and Leslie 
Howard. He has never done away 
with Errol Flynn. Strangely enough 
the public, which doesn't seem to 
object at the sudden demise of 
the other favorites, does not want 
the elegant Mr. Flynn killed, even 
in a picture. If the time ev ver 
comes when this attitude tqward 
Errol changes, Bogart will prob- 
ably be called upon to do the dark 
deed and he will do it with a cer- 
tain amount of screen satisfaction. 
Flynn has outlived him in a lot 
of pictures, including their most re- 
cent one together, “Virginia City.” 
In that Flynn shoots Bogart, just 


as everyone has expected he would. 


Humphrey has always been more 
or less of a bad man in pictures. 
His first try at Hollywood fame 
brought him several heavy roles 
back in 1931 and 1932 when he 


worked in “Body and Soul,” “Holy 


“Big City Blues,” and 
“Three on a Match.” One can 
search through the Hollywoods 
without finding more than one or 
two people who remember him in 
those pictures, 

He welcomed screen villainy even 
then as a relief from what he calls 
his “tennis racket carrying days” 
on the legitimate stage when he 
almost always played the society 
youth just going to or coming from 
an athletic contest. 

Those early pictures served one 
good purpose, in his mind. They 
took him out of the sophomoric 
roles he had been playing and 
eventually gave him his first im- 
portant heavy role, that of “Duke 
Mantee” in “The Petrified For- 
est.“ He came back to Holly- 
wood—and to Warner Brothers— 
to play that role with Leslie How- 
ard in the screen version and he 
has been there ever since with 
only a few intervening weeks of 
leisure while differences with the 
studio were being “adjusted.” 

He can, in all truth, be very 
tough in a studio argument. He 
may be no Caspar Milquetoast at 
home either but he doesn’t carry 
guns there or talk out of the, side 
of his mouth. Some of his argu- 
ments with his studio have been 
serious. Some have been funny. 
One of the more recent comedy 
ones concerned a pair of pajamas 
which Bogart wears in a bedroom 
scene in “It All Came True,” the 
Louis Bromfield story featuring 
Ann Sheridan, Humphrey and a 
number of others. 

x X * 
OLLYWOOD custom is that 
while women in pictures are 
furnished their clothing for a 

role, from the skin out and the feet 
up, a man must provide any arti- 
cle of clothing needed which he 
ordinarily owns and wears in pri- 
vate life. Louis Seiler, directing “It 
All Came True,” talked the picture 
over with Bogart a few days before 
it started and mentioned in pass-

ing that Bogart should bring a 
pair of pajamas as a part of his 
necessary wardrobe for the pic- 
ture. . 

“But I haven’t any pajamas,” 
Humphrey explained. “I sleep raw. 
I’ve slept raw for years.” 

The unit manager took a hand 
then. “Bring the pajamas, Hum- 
phrey,” he advised. 

“I will not,” said Bogart. And 
he didn’t. A few days later shoot- 
ing was delayed while a wardrobe 
man went across the street frem 
the studio to a furnishing store 
and bought Bogart the first pair of 
pajamas he has, worn in years— 
he says. The pajamas seen on 
Bogart in “It All Came True” are 
not his own. They belonged to the 
studio and still do. Once the actor 
was out of them the wardrobe de- 
partment had them laundered and 
put in stock.

On the whole, however, Bogart 


is a popular player with his fellow 
actors of both sexes. His abilities 
are widely recognized. Even Wayne 
Morris, whom Bogart has kidded in 
print many times, called the vil- 
lainous actor as a friendly witness 
in a recent suit with an agent. 

Throughout most of his career in 
Hollywood, Bogart has been shown 
pushing other people around, shoot- 
ing innocent bystanders in the 
back, snarling his way to certain 
screen death while leaving a trail 
of blood and blasphemy (censored 
of course) behind him. 

But sometimes it is Humphrey 
who is pushed around. He had a 
sympathetic supporting role in 
“Dark Victory” with Bette Davis 
and lost the girl. He has no wish 
to play what he calls “sweetness 
and light” roles and if he is to 
graduate from villainy eventually, 
he would like to do it as William 
Powell did some years ago, by de- 
grees. 

Shortly after he started picture 
work Powell became. convinced 
that no heavy should be all mean. 
He began to give his villain roles 
slight touches of decency. He

The same catastrophe would 
have ensued from West’s short- 
sightedness. Dummy’s heart trick 
would have been established before 
declarer’s club ace was knocked out 
‘and, even though declarer followed 
to the first heart play, he would 
then not have to lose any club trick 
whatever. 

Obviously, West should have 
shifted. to a elub, not to a heart, for 
there would have been no earthly 
way for declarer to have avoided 
the loss of two diamond and two
